The keeper of Iho new and loftv 
light on Anastasia Island, at St. Augustine 
Fin., informed Iho wriler Ihnt Ihcro is 
scnrcely any dark night in the yenr that 
does not witness tho destruction of numbers 
of birds that dash themselves against the 
light, nnd thnt often tho number found 
m tho morning ranges from twenty to fifty 
Ducks, however, nro tho most notable vic- 
tims. 
These heavy birds nro noted for tho 


velocity of their 
flight, 
Tho keeper found 


it impossible to protect thelnnteru from tho 
Bhnltering shock of thoir onset, nud hnd to 
appeal to tho government lighthouse hoard 
to erect an iron network nroimd tho light. 
Even tliis fails to prevent mischief; for the 
ducks strike the iron netting with such force 
na to brook through it, nml bronk tho heavy 
outer pinto glass of tho lantern.

so wo would say again, unless farm era aro 
eugtif/odin mining Btook, thoy gonorfilly un- 
dertake to improve £00 much land. Wo 
mean by'this, thnt the same quantities of 
fertilizers aud the samo amount of labor 
expended on fewer acres would produce 
more satiftfactory crops, Take ft case in 
point. We know a farmer who planted and 
harveated during tho past «casou thirty 
acres of corn and had what ho considers n 
fair crop, certainly ns good as 
could 


be expected 
under tho 
circumstances. 


He 
has, 
on a fair 
estimate, 
about 


COO 
bushels of 
shelled 
corn besides 


the soft ears aud nubbins. Wo know another 
farmer, and we may as Well call his namo, 
John 0. Braman of this city, whoso farm is 
in Middletown, who planted and harvested 
six acres and who gathered n full 100 bushels 
to the aero, making his net results equal 
to those of the other. Mr. Brauian probably 
put M much manure on his six acres as iu 
the other instance was applied to tho thirty, 
and iu the two cases the returns aro about 
the same. Now which was tho best and 
most profitable farming ? 
It is not difficult 


to answer. 
A man who plows, harrows, 


marks out, plants, cultivates and hoes, 
thirty acreo expends five times as much for 
labor as does tho man who performs the 
same work on six acres. 
As wo have soon 


the crop is about the same and all that extra 
work for men aud teams goes for nothing. 
In the one case tho shelled corn costa not 
less than $2 a bushel; in the other the ex- 
pense does not exceed -10 cents. Aud this 
is but a fair sample of Mr. Iranian's farm- 
ing while tbe other is but an average ex- 
hibit of tho opposite class. 
Our advice is, 


therefore, put the manure on fawer seres, 
save a great deal of hard work, aud get 
just as large returns. It can bo done, and 
it can bo done every time. And the land 
grows better all the time. Try it. 


INFLUENTIAL FARMERS.—The only way 


that farmers cau become intelligent, in- 
flueutial, progressive men is to read, listen, 
observe aud reflect. Thoy must keep their 
eyes and ears open. They must acquire 
knowledge as other professional men do. 
They must attend the grange meetings, and 
do all they cfiii to advance the interests of 
the order. They must attend^debating so- 
cieties and other public gatherings, nud 
take part in tho proceedings. If they have 
information, they can make it available. 
From nothing, nothing can come. It is 
only from well-stored minds that valuable 
information cau be derived. All inon who 
aspire to become public men should remem- 
ber this. AJ1 farmers, therefore, who wish 
to aid in the upbuilding of their class, how- 
over good their intentions may be, will fail 
without large intellectual resources. Those 
they must acquire before tboy can bo of 
great service.—[Rural World.
